Fields faces 
six counts 


Judge Brian Oakley closed his 
courtroom to listen to testimony from a 
thirteen year old giri. The child who is 
unnanned due to minor status, told Oak¬ 
ley about alleged abuses she suffered 
when Kashamo Fields lived with her 
mother. 

Fields, age 27, was amssted by Ro¬ 
mulus PD on April 26, after receiving a 
warrant from the Wayne County Prose¬ 
cutor. The warrant was issued after the 
victim told her father that Fields had 
been having sex with her since the age 
of 11. Although Fields; broke up 
the mother of the young girl, he contin¬ 
ued to visit the home and have sex with 
the child 

Beginning at age 11, Fields allegedly 
abused the young girl, having sex wifti 
her for more than two years, beginning 
in November of 2000 and continuing 
until December of last year. Speaking 
in quiet tones, the girl described to the 
court the encounters with Fields on 
more than one occasion spanning that 
time period Appearing frightened but 
supported by family members, she testi¬ 
fied about the abusive relationship and 
how Fields molested and raped her. 

Gregory Demopolous, defense at¬ 
torney for Fields questioned the young 
victira gently prodding her memoiy' in 
regard to tlie allegations, hoping to cast 
doubt on her version. However, Oakley 
found cause based on finding of facts to 
bind Fields over for trial on 6 counts of 
criminal sexual conduct, sending Fields 
to trial based on those charges, in the 
Wayne County courts.

Former Romulus priest charged

Father Walter Lezuchowski, for¬ 
mer priest of St. Aloysius Catholic 
Church in Romulus, is being inves¬ 
tigated for sexual misconduct in¬ 
volving children. 

Lezuchowski, 69, has been 
placed on leave of absence and re¬ 
stricted from any public ministry in 


the Archdiocese of Detroit. 

He served as pastor to St. Aloyi- 
sius from 1978 to 1991, then re¬ 
signed after a complaint was made 
against him. Following what was 
called “a credible allegation”, ac¬ 
cording to a recent press release, he 
served the archdiocese on a restrict¬ 
ed basis. 

He was part-time chaplain at 
Crittenton Hospital in Rochester un¬ 


til the mid-1990 s when he became 
chaplain at Ryan Correctional Facil¬ 
ity in Detroit, also on a part-time ba¬ 
sis. 

According to Ned McGrath, 
archdiocesan director of communi¬ 
cations, allegations against Lezu¬ 
chowski involve activity from 20- 
plus-years ago. He was serving the 
Romulus parish during those years. 

“Our primary concern is for the 


safety of children and the well-being 
of the community. That is why we 
are so thankful for the review by the 
civil authorities,” said McGrath. 

Monsignor Walter Hurley, in liai¬ 
son with the prosecuting attorneys 
in the six counties of the archdio¬ 
cese, said, “Although it was deter¬ 
mine by an independent, non- 
Church evaluation that Father Lezu¬ 
chowski did not represent a threat to 


anyone, what has happened here is 
certainly regrettable. Going forward, 
we can learn from this experience.” 

The archdiocese was among the 
first in. the country to develop a pol¬ 
icy on sexual misconduct with mi¬ 
nor children by clergy when it pub- ' 
fished comprehensive guidelines in 
1988. However, these guidelines 
did not include punishment by civil 
law.

G Scott Roberts, Director of the 
Wayne County Sound Insulation Pro¬ 
gram, spoke before the Romulus City 
Council to give an update on the 
progress his department has made 
with installing noise-reduction equip¬ 
ment in Romulus homes. 

The sound insulation program’s 
new consulting firm, CNS Engineers, 
assessed 34 homes in April that were 
on the fist to be worked on but had 
never been looked at. 

An inventory of the heating, cool¬ 
ing and electrical system was per¬ 
formed and measurements were taken 
of windows and doors for design pur¬ 
poses. This was so CNS could diraw 
up a plan and present it to the home- 
owner before bidding on a contractor 
to do re-design work. 

According to Roberts, the sound 
insulation program has closed 91 
homes since December. “Closed” 


means that the homes have been re¬ 
designed to reduce noise pollution and 
the construction is complete. 

There are 81 homes that remain 
“open”, meaning work has been done 
but is not finished. In these homes the 
sound insulation has been put in but 
there has to be some “adjustments.” 

One contractor the program is par¬ 
ticularly having problems with is a 
company known as First Choice. 
“They did some shoddy work here in 
the program,” said Roberts. First 
Choice currently has 42 homes that 
are open. 

Other contractors have been work¬ 
ing to improve the homes that were 
not finished However, the program is 
having problems with homeowners 
letting them back in to finish the job. 
“We’ve tried to be very patient with 
these homeowners. It’s been a long 
process, they’ve been through a lot,” 
said Roberts. 

While working on the homes, the 
Federal Aviation Administaration has 


asked that quality-assurance inspec¬ 
tions be conduct^. They have hired 
Boston-based Jones-Paine to perform 
the inspections while operating out of 
downtown Romulus. 

According to Roberts, there are ap¬ 
proximately 180 homes that have not 
had any work done or the work is in¬ 
complete. 

Roberts listed three factors that 
prevented the sound insulation pro¬ 
gram from moving forward in the 
past. One was too many consultants- 
too much money was spent on an un¬ 
necessary number of consultants. An¬ 
other was non-flexible designs- many 
contractors used a single design for all 
the homes that they assessed whether 
they were historical or contemporary. 
A third was lack of communication 
between the contractors and the sound 
control program. 

Roberts has been director of the 
program for five months. The previ¬ 
ous director was there a year and a 
half. 


Roberts stated that the program is 
now making great progress. The new 
consultant (CNS) is one of the top two 
in the country for sound insulation de¬ 
sign. 

“We’re able to take care of (resi¬ 
dent) needs, get the home done, not 
any additional items just what was in 
the contract,” said Roberts of the pro¬ 
gram. 

In the mid-1980’s it was decided to 
begin a noise mitigation program to 
reduce noise levels in houses sur¬ 
rounding Detroit Metro Airport. After 
the completion of a sound study in 
1992, the Wayne County Sound Insu¬ 
lation Program completed sound con¬ 
trol work in schools, then moved on to 
area homes. 

According to Roberts, they first be¬ 
gan working in Huron Township be¬ 
cause the sound study determined that 
70 percent of Metro Airport planes 
took off to the south and planes taking 
off from the airport, it was deter¬ 
mined, created the most amount of 


noise. Huron Township is south of the 
airport. Romulus City Council dis¬ 
agreed with the program initiating in 
Huron Township. 

The newly added runway has 
caused additional noise for those im¬ 
mediately surrounding the airport. 

“Wayne County told us it would 
only be for wide-bodied planes,” said 
Councilman William Wadsworth. 
Roberts said he had not heard of that 
promise and that all kinds of planes 
use the new runway. 

Councilman Leroy Burcroff mo¬ 
tioned to request that the FAA look at 
the additional mnway re-consider the 
changes in the flight pattern as to how 
it affects noise in Romulus. The mo¬ 
tion was passed by the council that a 
letter will be sent to the FAA with 
copies going to state and federal elect¬ 
ed officials.

Window on Wayne

I sincerely want to thank those 
who offered our readers their in¬ 
sights and personal experiences 
with Bendix Corporation last 
week- 

It helps a lot to know there are 
people who care and will take time 
to offer pertinent information 
about their experiences on sub¬ 
jects that we are writing about, 
and what I am trying to convey 
here to you. It is always helpful to 
have helpful people reading your 
column. 

I was hot around during World 
War n, and it must have been chal¬ 
lenging for those who were. They 
truly, as one author has noted, be¬ 
long to “The Greatest Genera¬ 
tion”. Again, I encourage all to 
share their stories about the wai; 
or any other period in history with 
me. 

I would like to share my recent 
research on the following informa¬ 
tion: 

The Bendix Corporation 

The U. S. Government pur¬ 
chased the old Graham-Page Fac¬ 
tory, remodeled and enlarged the 
building, then leased it to the Ben¬ 
dix Corp who, in turn., did pro¬ 
duce Military Aircraft landing 
struts. 

The Norwayne Housing Pro¬ 
ject: 

There had been a roomer in 
this area that Norwayne was a 
temporary project. Research will 
show that this is not true. Nor¬ 
wayne was build as a permit pro¬ 
ject - look to the wet plaster walls, 
hardwood floors and a gas fired 
furnace for hard proof of that. 

Norwayne was the second 
largest housing project in the U.S. 
at the time and was built in con¬ 
junction with the Willow Village 
Project in Ypsilanti and Cleaver 
Project in Inkster. Incidentally the 
latter two were constructed as 
temporary housing facilities. 

The Federal Housing Authority 
(FHA), with the Federal Works 
Agency, started construction on 
the Norwayne Project in 1942 as a 
permanent project. The project 
had 1,189 residential units; 1,900 
single-family units; a shopping 
complex, an Administration Of¬ 
fice, fire statioa warehouses and 
two schools. The cost at the time 
to build the project was approxi¬ 
mately $2 million, and the project’s 
board of directors had a monthly 
$68,000 budget to maintain the 
housing.. 

The following is finom July 1943 
to November 1945 when the pro¬ 
ject was 95 percent occupied. 
There were 5,000 families who 
called the project their home; 
20,000 individuals lived in the pro¬ 
ject of whom 912 were civilians; 16

military personnel; 990 veterans; 
and would you believe that only 50 
percent of the femilies, on an aver¬ 
age lived in the project for only six 
months? 

The three projects were con¬ 
structed to house workers for the 
war effort. Most worked on the 
Assembly Plants that produced 
the war machine that crushed 
Nazi Germany and Hirohito’s 
Japan. 

The manager of the Norwayne 
Housing Project was a Mr. P D. 
Graham who served in that capac¬ 
ity fix)m April 12, 1945 to Septem¬ 
ber 10,1947 Thea a Mr. Rowland 
Rathbun was assigned the job, 
fi^m Sept. 1,1947 to 1950. On July 
27, 1947, President Harry S. Tru¬ 
man, the 33rd President of the 
United States, signed Reorganiza¬ 
tion Plan No. 3. This plan consoli¬ 
dated and integrated the Federal 
Public Housing Authority to Pub¬ 
lic Housing to allow the sale of 
homes in federal housing projects 
to private residents. 

There were other projects such 
as the W^yne Park Romulus Hous- 
ing and Willow Village. Wayne 
Park, Forest Street and Howe 
Road, considered at the time as 
part of Norwayne, had six dormi¬ 
tories, three of which housed 
males, the other three were re¬ 
served for females. There was also 
a community center, trailer pai’k, 
and this actually was constructed 
as a temporary housing project so 
that workers who labored at the 
Wayne County Airport or Romulus 
Field and the Army Air Force Base 
on Northline would have housing. 

The Willow Village in Ypsilanti 
Township was built to accommo¬ 
date the thousands of workers 
who worked at the Willow Run 
Bomber Plant. In 1942, it is esti¬ 
mated that 42,331 workers were 
employed at the Bomber Plant. 

If you drive through Willow Vil¬ 
lage and Cleaver Projects today, 
you can still see homes standing 
that lookjust like the homes built 
in Norwayne. Streets still are set 
up as they were built in the 1940’s. 
It would be a drive back into a 
unique period in the history of our 
country, our area.

Trades not illegal, says CMS 


JVhile admitting its revenue has 
b^en overstated by $44 billion over 
the last two years, CMS Energy 
maintains it has done nothing ille¬ 
gal: 

Last week the company dis¬ 
closed it has engaged in “round trip’’ 
energy transactions with several 
other energy companies including 
Reliant Energy in Tbxas. CMS is the 
parent company of Consumers 
Power, supplier of energy to millions 
of Michigan residents. 

Round trip transactions are 
shams where one company sells a 
stated amount of energy (which is 
never delivered) to another compa¬ 
ny that turns around and sells the 
same amount back at the same 
price. 

One of the effects is to overstate 
real revenue. Another effect, so far 
ignored by the media and regula¬ 
tors, is to overstate costs by the 
same amount. 

The disclosures came as a result 
of letters sent to 150 energy compa¬ 
nies by the Federal Energy Regula¬ 
tory Commission (FERC). The let¬ 
ters detailed a number of question¬ 
able practices in which Enron has 
engaged. Companies were required 
to respond, under penalty of perjury, 
whether they were engaged in any 
of those practices. 

A growing number of companies, 
including CMS, have come forward 



with public disclosures as a result. 
The round trip transactions appear 
to be common in the industry. 


The companies claim the only ef¬ 
fect of the transactions is to make it 
appear the companies are doing 
more business than they really are. 
Surprisingly, at least so far, investi¬ 
gators and regulators have not chal¬ 
lenged that view. They say the prac¬ 
tice does not affect profit. This 
writer is not so sure about that. 

In Michigan late last year, state 
regulators approved a new billing 
procedure for energy companies. 
Under the old method there was a 
cap on the price that could be billed 
to consumers. Under the new 
method companies are supposed to 
bill customers only for what the en¬ 
ergy cost them plus a charge for de¬ 
livery of the energy (gas and elec¬ 
tricity). 

If the inflated revenue did not re¬ 
sult in any profit or loss on those 
round trip transactions, then costs 
have been overstated by the same 
amount as was revenue. The ques¬ 
tion then is were those inflated 


costs passed on to consumers as if 
they were real costs? 

Hopefully, someone in Lansing 
has been looking at that aspect of 
the transactions. So far there has 
been no indication they are. 

As to whether CMS and other 
companies have broken the law, 
without question the answer is yes. 
It is a criminal offense to knowingly 
furnish false information to the Se¬ 
curities and Exchange Commission 
(SEC) which CMS and other com¬ 
panies have been doing for at least 
two years in required quarterly and 
annual reports. 

The companies also could be 
open to civil suits from investors 
who relied on the false information 
in making investment decisions. 
Stocks in the implicated energy 
companies have all lost close to half 
of their value if not more. 

The head of the CMS division re¬ 
sponsible for the trades has re¬ 
signed. She came to CMS from Re¬ 
liant Energy, one of CMS’ partners 
in the sham trades. 

Two Reliant executives have also 
resigned. Their departures may 
make it easier to cast them as 
scapegoats as more questionable 
practices are uncovered, as some 
believe will be the case.

Cops threaten home-schoolers 


Too often I’ve seen the future 
and the future is California. 

Beatniks, hippies, skateboard¬ 
ers, health food, free love, LSD, 
property tax revolts, O.J. and 
Ronald Reagan. 

California was, is, and will be the 
land of foolish fads. 

That’s California’s fault. Michi¬ 
gan is only at fault when we follow 
the fads. Like when Michigan fol¬ 
lowed California’s property tax re¬ 
volt by adopting Proposition A, a 
tax shift that cost us local control of 
schools and artificially inflated the 
price of new homes. 

While it’s seven years too late to 
stop Michigan from following Gov. 
Engler’s Proposition A shell game, 
it’s not too late for Canton and 
Wayne County to stop another fad; 
a crackdown on home schooling. 

Rattled by home-schooled stu¬ 
dents’ superior performance to 
public school students on scholastic 
tests and college acceptance rates, 
California’s Almeda and San Juan 
school districts began a new fad: go¬ 
ing to court to use Califomia’s com- 
pulsory schooling laws against 
home-schooled students. 

Readers of this column may re¬ 
call that I reported when the Alme¬ 
da district retaliated against a 
home-schooled student who placed 
second in the National Spelling Bee 
(a contest won by another home- 


schooled student) by charging the 
pupil and her parents with truancy 
“If you can’t beat them, jail 
them,” I remarked 

Last year, San Juan pressed 
charges against a home-schooled 
boy with Attention Deficit Hyperac¬ 
tivity Disorder and his parents. Ac¬ 
cording to World Net Daily, the par¬ 
ents withdrew the 10-year-old boy 
fix)m public school after a a school- 
sponsored student court harassed 
him with a series of student-court- 
ordered suspensions. 

Bad publicity finally shamed the 
district into dropping the charges. 

But not before the truancy law 
fad had spread to Wayne County, 
where Prosecutor Mike Duggan has 
decided to give it to Michigan’s 
public school lobby as a tool to tor¬ 
ment and jail home-school students 
with tickets, fines, probation, and 
possibly prison time. 

Worse, Canton Township plans 
to hand the same tool to Plymouth- 
Canton, Van Buren, and Wayne- 
Westland schools. 

‘Education is up to parents, not 
to the state,” said Tom Bowles, a 
home-school father. 

Nevertheless, Canton Public 
Safety Director John Santomauro 
plans to ask the township board to 
get on board the truancy law fad. 

“It is the habitual truant we will 
go after,” said Santomauro. “Our or-

dinance would not allow us to take 
enforcement against home- 
schooled students.” 

Perhaps not with Santomauro 
as police chief, but nothing in the 
ordinance would prevent a future 
Canton police chief fix)m intimidat¬ 
ing home-school parents to gain po¬ 
litical support from Michigan’s pow¬ 
erful education lobby. 

Back in the eighties, the US. De¬ 
partment of Education’s “A Nation 
at Risk” report warned Americans 
about their failing public schools, 
whose destruction was compared 
to an act of war — and this was be¬ 
fore Detroit schools started ra¬ 
tioning toilet paper. Since then, 
home-schooling, with at least 1.3 
students, has surfaced as the only 
widely successful reform. 

Neither Canton police nor 
Wayne County deputies should be 
provide SWAT teams to protect 
tenured public school teachers, 
counselors, custodians, and admin¬ 
istrators’ jobs from needed educa¬ 
tional reform.

Both runners hit the tape at the
